Way back in the last century ideas 
were being put forward for something 
tangible on tho famous Loreley rock, 

It is remarkable therefore that 27 per 
cent of those who wroto in to this 
competition were strongly against the 
idea of putting anything on the rock. 
Their message was “leave well alone", 

In answer to the challenge thrown out 
by St Goarshauson, "low about a Loreley 
on the Loreley rock? " twelve per cent 
had no definite opinion. But 61 per cent 
thought there should be something ınore 
tangible to the Loreley legend than just 
the rock. 

Of this group about half thought there 
should be ù plaque explaining the legond 
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Loreley resurrected by 900 
artists from all over the world 


retired mums and dads whose creative 
pursuits are usually confined to solving 
crosswords! 

Many contributors produced symbolic 
representations of the famous maiden and 
the freedom granted to the arts in a 
permissive soclety was used at tines for 
the production of orgiastic works. Their 
entries ranged fronı a gigantic harp to a 
more than lifesize female leg. 

Even the architects of this world were 
not silenced by this project, One suggest- 
ed the bare rock should have an L-shaped 
otel on tlhe top ad submitted the design 
for one. 

A sculptor from Hanover designed a 
statue with the maiden in the middle 
holding Heinrich Heine’s Loreley-Lied in 
her left hand and a memorial to the poet 
Clemens Brentano who composed the 
ballad Lore Luy in her right. Estimated 
cost: 40,000 Marks. 

Herr Michel, the burgomaster of St 
Goarshausen suınmed up tlie contest by 
saying: “We knew that the Loreley legend 
was popular tlıe world over, but we did 
nol expect this competition to receive 
such tremendous support. 

“Entries came not only from all over 
Europe, but also from behind the {ron 
Curtain, from Canada, the United States, 
Brazil, Japan and Australia." 


Even before this contest was organised 
tlıere were arouııd 300 letters arriving İn 
St Goarshauseır every year from tourists 
all over thie world who suggested that the 
legendary rock in the Rhine should be 
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Allgemeine Isa must. In acotıntry of many famous newspapers ts autlıor- 
ity, scope, and influence can be matched only at an international level. 
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Ly lives! The town of St Goarshaui- 

sen onl the Rhine, just along the river 
from the famous rock where the legen- 
dary Loreley strikes her sexy pose, 
organised a competition for people to 
bring to life in statues, paintings, poetry 
and ather art forms the mythical beauty. 

Around nine hundred entries flooded in 
from all corners of the Earth. People 
everywhere were captivated by the legend 
and flocked to bring Loreley to life. 

She was ureated in the fornı of nymphs 
with tails and firs, a cloistercd maiden 
from days of old when knights were bold, 
Twiggy performing a striptease, shapely 
Brigitte Bardot types, full-bosomed, with 
high Germanic cheekbones, and nıore or 
less topless in most cases. Everyone had 
his own conception of how (he seductress 
should look. 

This competition las proved that even 
i our blasé, sceptical, matter-of-fact 
atomic age there are still Romantics, 
people to whom the maiden on the rock 
near St Goarshausen is something more 
than a profitable tourist trap! 

Those who took part came froin the 
most diverse walks of life. There were 
professlonal artists, good and bad, using

fiscal reform. 

As far as university reforın is concerned 
the central government, the Federal states 
and various faclions in the universities 
themselves are at odds. On the question 
of tax reform there are differences of 
opinion in the government, 

There is no need to catalogue the 
Rvs few failures, It is easy to 

orget that many reforms wich the 
Grand Coalition tried to push through 
such as finance and budget reform took 
several years to complete, and we can be 
certain that the professional critics will 
quite innocently say when university 
reform is introduced that at long last we 
have the law, but the reform is something 
for which we shall have to walt, 

Another objection which is raised is 
that the reform programme is not suf. 
ficiently radical and all-embracing, 
Schemes for improving further education 
are said to be outdated, the town 
planning laws are too tame, capital 
accumulation legistation is called a drop in 
the ocean, road improvements, it is 
claimed, are taking too long and company 
law reform is a miserable compromise, 
the critics claim. 

There seems to be widespread dis- 
appointment among the political ideol- 
ogists of Der Spiegel, Hardly a week goes 
by without their hauling a nember ofthe 
Bonn coalition over the coals, They work 
on the lines that wiıat İs needed must be 
done whether or not it is possible, 

Criticism is usually blunted when it is 
directed at reforms already carried out, 
What this government las achieved: in 
domestic reforms stands comparison with 
the successes of previous governments, 

As far as forcign policy is concerned 
the difference of opinion In the FDP and 
SPD are generally speaking of a tacticnl 
nature, On the domestic scene, however, 
the two parties of the coalition have 
basically different: viewpoints, The Free 
Democrats insist on the rights of the 
individual and thoy consider personal 
freedom to consist mainly on the un- 
disturbed accumulation of private’ pro- 
perty. For the Social Democrats the basic 
precopt is solidarity and they are inclined 
to put too muclı trust in organisation and 
consider the State as an almighty bene- 
factor, 0 : 

Compromises become difficult on the 
question of fiscal reform where the FDP 
has one or two fixed ideas although the 
lines it has drawn up on educatlonal 
policies are Slightly more flexible; but 
only silghtly, Unity is also difficult to 
achleve when the FDP swears by the 
myth of a fiscal policy that in no way 
affects social welfare policies and proper» 
ty in all forms is considered: inviolable 
and, beneficial .to the well-being of 
society. 

Fiscal refom is, therefore, the most 
difficult problem facing this coalitlon and 

it will be hard to find a compromise if tle 
FDP sticks with the old Idea of the 
industrialist as a capitalist and a manager 
in one person whose power must in no 
way be limited.

ed. 
The new Jegislation on housing and 
rents is of equal significance. It takes this 
اا‎ anothor step along the way to 
beconiing a welfare stale. Amendments to 
the Kent Act, inrercases in cllld al- 
fowancos and improvoments in the old 
age pension scheme for farmers are 
likewise laws tliat mako life far snfer and 
moro bearable for ınany people in this 
country. 

The list of successes chalked up by the 
government is still nol complete, Another 
move that has been made is the intprove- 
ment to lhe system of pensions for 
viclins of the last war. The health 
insurance contribution for pensioners has 
been abolished and a scheme has been 
introduced to help workers build up a 
bank balance. 1 

On the question of town planning and 
regional development which foxed the 
Grand Coalition the SPD/FDP coalition 
partners have reached unity as they have 
on amendments to company law. 

These are all stones in the mosaic of the 
modern welfare state that is slowly being 
built up and gradually taking shape.

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Text of the speech Chancellor Brandt made 


to the nation on radio and television after 


the signing of the Polish Treaty 


My dear fellow-countrymen, 

Î am conscious that this has been a 
difficult ey to make, but it is one 
that will be of consequence for a peaceful 
future, The Treaty of Warsaw is intended 
to draw a line under the sufferings and 
sacrifices of an evil past. It is intended to 
build a bridge between the two States and 
their peoples. It is to open up the way for 
separated fanıilies to reunite and to make 
frontiers less divisive than lıitherto, 

And yet, one could not have signed this 
Treaty without having earnestly examin 
ed one's conscience. We did not take this 
decision lightheartedly. We are fraught 
with memorles, with blighted hopes, But 
our conscience is clear for we are con* 
vinced that tensions will lıave ta be 
eliminated, treaties on the renunciation 
of force complied with, relations imc 
proved, and suitable forms of co-opera- 
tion found, in order to achieve a Euro- 
pean peace system. 

In pursuing these aims we must start 
from what actually exists and from what 
has developed. This also applies with 
regard to the wostern frontier of Poland. 
Nobody has compelled us to see it this 
way; we lıave come of age. The point now 
is to prove that we are mature and have the 
courage to recognize reality. 

What I said when I spoke to you from 
Moscow, my dear fellow-countrymen, 
also holds true for the treaty with Poland: 
it does not surrender anything that was 
not gambled away long a0: Gambled 
away not by us who hold and held 
e responsibility in the Federal 

epublic of Germany, but gambled away 
by a criminal regime, by National 
Socialism. : 

We must not forget that what was 
inflicted on the Polish people after 1939 
was the worstit had ever had to suffer in 
the course of its history. This injustice 
has had its conse qtronces, : 

Our nation, too, was afflicted with 
gteat SOrCOW, ell our East German 
countrymen. We must be just: the 
greatest sacrifices have been made by 
those whose fathers, song or brothors 
have lost their lives. But next to them, it 
1s those who had to leaye their homeland 
who pald most severely for the war. 

1 refuse to -accept legends, whether 
German or Polish: the history of the 
castern regions of Germany cannot be 
arbitrarily rewritten. 

Our Polish partners know what I should 
llke to tell you at home once again in all 
clarity: this Treaty does not mean that 

we recognize injustice or justify acts of 
violence.. It does not mean that we 
subsequently legitimate expulsion. 

Resentment offends the respect for the 
grief that mourns what has been lost — 
lost “in sorrow, war and alas, in un- 

uenched tears”, as the Silesian, Andreas 

phius, put it at the end ofthe Thirty 
Yeat¥ War. No ont caii-escape this grief. 


Poland’s preparedness to establish 
diplomatic relations as soon as the treaty 
1s ratified has, for instance, seemed far 
from a matter of course fo many ob 
servers İn this country. 

This, mind you, has been due to a 
frequently mistaken assessment of thie 
Polish attitude. 

Since Wladyslaw Gomuika's famous 
speech of 17 May 1969 Warsaw has at no 
time made its policy decisions dependerit 
on whether or not tls country recognises 
the GDR as a foreign country, affording 
East Berlin full diplomatic recognition AS 
generally demanded by the GDR since 
the Kassel meeting between Willy Brandt 
and GDR Premier Willi Stoph last May. 

The Poles would for some tine have 
been quite happy if Bonn were to 
acknowledge the existence of the GDR 
on equal terms. Tlıis is a different matter 
altogether since it makes allowance for a 

ecial relationship between the two 

erman states of the kind that Bonn 
proposes. 

This Polish approach, which has now 
been reiterated, is not a matter of course 
either. Up till spring 1968 Poland, the 
GDR and Czechaslovakia formed what 
was called the Iron Triangle, 

As far as Walter Ulbricht is concerned 
this is past history cast in an interesting 
light by the fact unearthed by German

It is sad indeed that this second datè 
also brings to an end centuries of German 
history and the fond hopes of millions of 
people who come from the former Geèf- 
man Eastern territories — and the Poles, 
amongst others, would do well to respect

But if the peace îs to be kept and made 
safer the past must be overcome for the 
sake of the future. In Warsaw this 
country and Poland fave made their 
contribution to this process,

ily Brandt can look back on days 
that doubtless deserve to be called 
historic, as Polish Premier Cyrankiewicz 
jointed out. Harsh disputes with the 
pposition lie in store for him butt unless 
the indications are deceptive the prospect 
does not worry him, or perhaps it would 
be better to say that it no İionger does. 

The Warsaw visit has given him greater 

self-assurance and no matter how 

cautiously the outcome is assessed it must 
be admitted that the Chancellor’s show- 
ing, his approach to the negotiations haye 
not only created a profound impression 
but also mark the first step on the road to 
the oft-cited piace of establishing nor- 
mal relations between Bonn and Warsaw. 

This at least was the gist of what Polish 

Premier Jozef Cyrankiewicz had to say at 

the final press conference on 8 December. 

This means in practice mainly that both 

sides are already dealing with economic 
affairs, cultural exchanges, youth pro- 
grammes and, touch wood, holidays in 
the former German Bastern territories as 
though the treaty were not only signed 
but also ratified. 

As regards (he most important im- 
mediate problem fron Bonns point of 
view, that of reuniting families separated 
aS a result of the war, it was clear even 
before the Clancellor’s visit that Poland 
was golıg Lo give tlie go-ahead. [It will, of 
course, take time but the end of 1972 is 
one deadline that has been suggested. 

This method of starting or the con- 
sequences, of. the. treaty, before it has been 
giyen final approval naturally presupposes 
the expectation that ratification, Liou 
it may tako time coıuing, will occur in the 
none too distant fu lure.

In 1953 also came the beginning of 
international cooperation.

Film producers offered television cul- 
tural films and feature films which had to 
be repeated fairly often. With the use of 
colour slides and short documentary films 
a start was made on current affalrs 
broadcasts. 

In early 1953 it was estimated that 
around 1,000 people were receiving these 
transmission in the north-west of the 
country. By tlhe end of 1953 this had 
risen to 11,000 but did not include 
Baden-Wûrttamberg and Bavaria.

These limitations, however, could do 
nothing ta reduce the service that NWDR.

Often when they (o receive copies of a 
popular filr it is in a very bad condition. 
At times the fllms have beer maliciously 
shortened. 

Federal Republic film dîstributors are 
în the main dominated by two concerns 
based in Munich. Eighty per cent of the’ 
market is comered by Constantin (owned 
by Bertelsmann) and Gloria. They deter- 
mine.what we shalt see and what we shall 
not ir this countrys cinemas, They. 
dictate the standards of the cinema. 

According to the criteria of the in- 
stitute run by Professor Kellhacker at 
least ninety per cent of the films dis- 
tributed by these two companies are 
detrimental to the good name of the 
cinema.

conclusions behind the scenes of today’s 
dream factory. In Federal Republic cine- 
mas a class-conscious society refgns 
supreme, 

Ire a country where less than two per 
cent of the families hok seventy per cent 
of the capital, eight per cent of the 
cinemas rake İn pty r cent of the 
proceeds from the industry. 

Just a few companies dominate the 
cinema world. UFA alone owns 36 
cinemas that show new productions. It 
depends on them what happens in the 
film industry and they should prevent 
whatever is damaging to it. The premiere 
cinema forbids other cinemas to show the 
new film and only allows it to be showrt at 
least two weeks afterwards in that district. 

If the distributors do not stick to thîs 
they run the risk of being boycotted by 
the premîere cinema. Many distributors 
play ball since they have & contractual 
agreement witî the cinema atyway, 

This means that the smaller cinemas only 
get the film wher its main pulling 
power has beet exhausted. 

Providing the public with the product 
known as a film is something that 
interests the cinema with a right to 
premiere a film hardly at all. They hold 
.onı to their rights and cheat the little' 
‘cinema and the greater mass of çine- 
‘magoers, accordiig to Hans ‘Strobes 


‘analysis. 


A society for the protection of chil- 
dren and young people in Munich 
has called [or the might of lhe cinema 
barons 1o be broken. They are molivated 
by a trend that threatens to alter the 
whole cultural scene ir the Federat 
Republic. 

In the past ten years the number of 
cinemas operating in the Federal Re- 
pubtic has been almost halved from 7,085 
to 3,739. Over 2,000 townships, villages 
and other areas have lost their last 
cinema, This even applies to some towns 
with populations of more than 30,000.

ast decnda tlre population has increased 
by 350,000 people the number of cine- 
mas remaining in business in Olympic 
year, 1972, will probably be only 35, as

The most alarming sign that the cinema 
is dying even in Munich is that the 
famous Studio fir Filmkunst in Schwa- 
bing has given up the ghost.

EEE black comedy and eccentric humour be- 
tween ftlıe sentiment and literary, tlea- 
trical anarchism.

B rendan Behan's Hostage caused a real 

scandal here when İt was given its 
German language premiere in Ulm in 
196l. Now, almost ten 0 later, the 
rage felt on account of this unruly Irish 
playwright has died down. 

Behan, who, when appearing at Berlin's 
Schillertheater in 1959, caused an even 
greater scandal than his first drama was 
able to, died in his home town of Dublin 
five years later. 

The Hostage, with ils attacks against 
God and the world and set in a brothel, 
can ı10 longer enrage a modern audience, 
There was lively applause at the end of 
ihe play's Kiel premiere recently. 

In this drama clothed in the garments 
of a musical there is a peculiar nixture of 
the tragic and coınic. Behind the comedy, 
satire and irony are concealed the more 
significant feelings of ınelancholy and 
fear of lle world. 

Af the end of the play an innocent 
person is senselessly killed but instead of 
tiere being a state of deep shock the 
revue-sityle finale expresses a mood of 
unıruffled merriment. 

The Hostage is a series of episodes, The 
laborious cohesion is provided by a young 
Englislt soldier. This harmless Cockney in 
uniform is captured by menıbers of the 
IRA, the Irish Replica Army, and 
kept prisoner by the organisation in a 
Diblîıi' house. Fle 1s ‘being held hostage 
for one of their men’ who’ has ` been 
caplured by thé English and sentenced to 
denth. 

Death is thercfore all-pervading in this 
brothel habituated by prostitntes, pimps, 
homosexuals, alcoholics, drivelling vet- 
erans and exalted women. 

When death strikes at tle end nobody 
knows how it came about. A stray bullet 
from an unknowri marksman lays the 
young Londoner low.

Annual costs total 655,000 Marks for 
the research group.

Professor Otto Wieland, a biochemist, 
and Hellmut Mehnert, a ‘metabolic 
specialist, head the team, The two profes- 
sors are head physicians at the Municipal 
Hospital ii Sehwablng. 

Because of the frequency of the com- 
plaint and its link with avernourishment 
the Munich specialists have describod 
diabetes as the disease of our age.

Among the practical results of the basic 
research are improvements in the early 
diagnosis of diabetes and in the chemo- 
therapeulic treatment of the disease.

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Computer king Heinz Nixdorf 
pursues go-it-alone policy 


success of his enterprise even prevented 
him from completing his university career 
with a diploma. 

Fronı semester to semester he himself 
earned the money to pay for his physics 
studies. 

He came into contact with the elec- 
tronics researcher Dr Waller Sprick, who 
like him came from the Paderborn area 
and was working at the time for an 
American firnı in Frankfurt. 

Today he has far exceeded lıis mentor 
with regard to business success, but he 
still speaks very higlly and with very 
great respect for Dr Sprick, who is now 
working for the American computer 
concern IBM. 

Heinz Nixdorf still remembers how he 
travelled across country on a mo-ped with 
his head full of the knowledge he had 
gleaned from Dr Sprick, 

He startled more than one head of a 
large company with his proud statement: 
“f can build you an electronic calculating 
machine.” 

And he renıembers low many words he 
ad to waste before at long last someone 
was convinced of the substance of his 

roud boast. The top executives of the 
Reinisch Westphdlische Elektrizitats- 
werke (RWE) at long last realised that this 

student bursting with knowledge and 
self-confidence must have a point and 
granted him 30,000 Marks and a room in 
whiclı to work. 

Thus the first Nixdorf computer was 
born. 

Heinz Nixdorf would not have been a 
tnie Paderbornian if he had not returned 
to his home town, which is often accused 
of being a backwater. Ho returned as the 
“local boy makes good”. : 

And thus the computers that bear his 
name and are now famous all over the 
world have done their bit towards putting 
Paderborn on the international nap.

Experts urge unions not to
